To any of the Constables of the Town of Hadley, in 
the County of Hampshire: 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said town qualified to vote in elections and in town 
affairs to meet at the Town Hall on Monday, the second day 
of February next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and 
there to act on the following articles: 


Article J. lo receive and. act,.on all reports to be 
made at said meeting. 


Article 2. To elect all necessary Town Officers, 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Tree Warden, six Constables, 
each for a term of one year; one member of the Board of 
Selectmen, one member of the School Committee, one mem- 
ber of the Board of Assessors, two members of the Library 
Trustees, each for a term of three years; also one mem- 
ber of the Library Trustees for a term of two years to 
fill vacancy. 


Article 8. To elect one Elector under the will of the 
late Oliver Smith of Hatfield. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as Jurors for the 
year ensuing. 


Article 5. To determine the manner of repairing the 
highways, townways and bridges the ensuing year or act 
anything thereon. — 
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Article 6. ‘To determine the manner of collecting the 
taxes the coming vear, make provision for the same or act 
anything thereon. 


Article 7. To see if*‘the. town will authorize the 
Treasurer, with the advice and approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money in anticipation of the revenue of the cur- 
rent financial year or act anything thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the town will authorize the Sel- 
ectmen to defend all suits that may be brought against the 
town; prosecute all claims in behalf of the town, employing 
counsel when same may be necessary, or act anything there- 
on. 


Article 9. To see if the town will authoirze the 
Selectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name 
of the town any or all outlying parcels of land owned by 
the town or act anything thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as shall be deemed neces- 
sary to defray the current expenses of the financial year, or 
act anything thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the town will elect a Director 
of the Hampshire Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture 
who will be the official representative of that organization 
as per Chapter 273 of the Acts of 1918. 


Article 12. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to make a new agreement with the Western 
Counties Electric Company for maintaining and supplying 
electricity for the street lights in town. 


Article 13. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 for the use of the Hadley Fire- 
men’s Association. 
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Article 14. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000.00 to build a Bituminous Maca- 
dam road under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, from the intersection of the State Highway and 
Middle Street to the intersection of the Bay Road and 
thence along the Bay Road to a point about 500 feet west- 
erly of the bridge at the old mill, or act anything thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen, acting under the provisions of Chapter 82 of 
the General Laws, to apply to the County Commissioners 
to lay out a road from the southerly end of West Street 
to the Connecticut River, or act anything thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of Eight Hundred and fifty ($850.00) dol- 
lars to repair the Village Hall at North Hadley, the money 
to be spent under the supervision of the School Committee, 
or take any other action thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the town will take any action 
in regard to reimbursing the parents or dependents of the 
late Harold A. Pelissier, a police officer of the town, who 
lost his life in the performance of his duty June 29, 1980. 
Section 1, Chapter 32 of the General Laws as enacted and 
approved April 22, 1980 would apply in this case. 


Article 18. To see if the town will appropriate ten 
dollars to remove the unsightly two logs from the corner of 
West Street and Elmwood Avenue, or act anything thereon. 


Article 19. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of One Hundred dollars ($100.00) to lower 
the floor one foot of the culvert on New Boston Street 
east of the Horace Cook place, or act anything thereon. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
attested copies thereof at the usual places: one at the 
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Town Hall; one at the store of Harry E. Gaylord; one at 
the store of Rudolph Hahn in North Hadley and one at 
the School House in Plainville, all in said town seven days 
at least before the time of holding said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant 
with your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time 
and place of meeting aforesaid. 


Given under our hands this seventeenth day of January, 
in the Year of Our Lord one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty one and of the Independence of the United States 
the one hundred and fifty-fifth.

Selectmen’s Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1930. 


Under Article 14 of last year’s warrant it was voted 
that the Selectmen co-operate with County and State under 
the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws to construct 
a Bituminous Macadam road from the intersection of the 
state highway and Middle Street down Middle Street to 
the intersection of the Bay Road and thence along the 
Bay Road to the new construction on the Hockanum road. 


The Selectmen immediately took this matter up with 
the Department of Public Works and requested a survey 
of this route and approximate cost of construction. They 
replied that we could hardly expect them to go to the ex- 
pense of a survey until the town voted to go ahead with 
the work but also told us that the approximate cost would 
be about $35,000, a mile. The department advises leav- 
ing a short distance each side of the bridge for the present. 


Due to the stress on unemployment the state is spend- 
ing an increased amount for road construction in 1931 and 
we have definite assurance in writing that the state will pay 
one half the cost, the county one fourth and the town the 
remaining fourth. It would seem a wise time to build this 
piece of road as it is not always possible to get such fa- 
vorable terms so near the center of the town. On an esti- 
mate of $40,000. for the job there is an Article asking for 
an appropriation of $10,000. with a possibility that a fav- 
orable bid may make the cost much less than this amount. 


The Selectmen secured Warner Bros, and Goodwin 
to construct a sidewalk on the northerly side of Elmwood 
Street, we feel that for the size of the appropriation that

a pretty good distance was built. This walk has proved of 
great convenience to the people living down that way and 
has been well used. 


The new iron bridge voted at the last meeting has been 
built over Hart’s brook on the Moody Bridge road, the 
total cost was $285. The iron work was furnished by the 
Palmer Steel Co. of Springfield, Mass. 


The regular town roads were again cared for under 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws, also known as the small 
town act. Mr. Linn R. Underwood was appointed Super- 
intendent of Streets for the second year. Under this sys- 
tem we feel that the roads are gradually improving. The 
new truck voted last year was purchased from the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. and has done good work earning a 


large portion of its cost. 


Acting under a vote taken at the last annual meeting 
on Article 20, the Selectmen have filed an amendment in 
the Legislature relating to the act apportioning the cost 
of the Connecticut River bridge between Northampton and 
Hadley, a copy of which is printed below. 


“Be it enacted as follows: Section 1, Chapter 709 of 
the Acts of 1914 is hereby amended by striking out Section 
4 and inserting in place thereof the following; “‘Section 4: 
The expense of the care and maintentnce of said bridge shall 
be apportioned and paid as follows: The County of Hamp- 
shire shall pay 58/46/100%; the city of Northampton 
shall pay 28%; the Town of Hadley shall pay 1/54/100% 
and the Town of Amherst shall pay 12%.” 


The Selectmen wish to call your attention to a new 
law which became operative July 1, 1931 relating to “Aid 
for the Aged.” 


Chapter 118A 
Adequate Assistance to Certain Aged Citizens 


Section 1. Adequate assistance to deserving citizens 
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in need of relief and support seventy years of age or over 
who shall have resided in the commonwealth not less than 
twenty years immediately preceding arrival at such age, 
subject to such reasonable exceptions as to continuity of 
residence as the department of public welfare, in this chap- 
ter called the department, may determine by rules herein- 
after authorized, shall be granted under the supervision of 
the department. Such assistance shall, wherever practic- 
able, be given to the aged person in his own home or in 
lodgings or in a boarding home, and it shall be sufficient 
to provide such suitable and dignified care. No person 
receiving assistance hereunder shall be deemed to be a 
pauper by reason thereof. 


Section 2. Each board of public welfare shall, for 
the purpose of granting adequate assistance and service to 
such aged persons, establish a division thereof to be desig- 
nated as the Bureau of Old Age Assistance. In determin- 
ing the need for financial assistance, said bureaus shall give 
consideration to the resources of the aged person and to 
the ability of children and others to support such aged 
person. Separate records of all such aged persons who are 
aided shall be kept and reports returned in the manner pre- 
scribed by section thirty-four of chapter forty-one and by 
sections thirty-two and thirty-three of chapter one hundred 
and seventeen. 


Section 3. In respect to all aged persons in receipt of 
assistance under this chapter, the town rendering the as- 
sistance shall, after and subject to approval of the bills by 
the department and subject otherwise to the provisions of 
section forty-two of chapter one hundred and twenty-one, 
be reimbursed by the commonwealth for one third of the 
amount of assistance given, or, if the person so aided has 
no settlement in the commonwealth, for the total amount 
thereof. If the person so aided has a legal settlement in 
another town, two thirds of the amount of such assistance 
given may be recovered in contract against the town liable 
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therefor in accordance with chapter one hundred and seven- 
teen. 


Section 4. The department shall supervise the work 
done and measures taken by the boards of public welfare 
of the several towns in respect to persons aided and serv- 
ice given under this chapter; and for this purpose may 
make such rules relative to notice and reimbursement and 
such other rules relating to the administration of this chap- 
ter, as it deems necessary, and may visit any person aided, 
and shall have access to any records and other data kept 
- by the boards of public welfare or their representatives 
relating to such assistance, and may require the production 
of books and papers and the testimony of witnesses under 
oath. 


Section 2. The commissioner of corporations and tax- 
ation is hereby directed to consider ways and means for 
raising the revenue required by the commonwealth and by 
the cities and towns thereof to carry out the terms of this 
act from sources which, so far as may be, will not consti- 
tute an additional burden or real estate, and shall especially 
consider some form of taxation on amusements, proprietary 
articles and luxuries, and shall report to the general court 
his findings and recommendations, together with drafts of 
legislation necessary to carry his recommendations into 
effect, by filing the same with the clerk of the house of 
representatives not later than the first Wednesday in Dec- 
ember of the current year. 


Section 8. Section one of this act shall not become 
operative until July first, nineteen hundred and thirty-one. 


Approved May 28, 19380. 


We are asking for a reduced appropriation for poor 
but the Soldiers’ Relief Law calls for a small appropria- 
tion.

I hereby submit my report as Superintendent of Streets for 
the year 19380. 

Having completed our second year under Chap. 81 I feel that 
more has been accomplished and that the roads will be in a 
better condition for our spring mud. 

Every road in town was scraped in the spring and scraping 
done in the Fall on some of the more traveled roads. 

The North Hadley and Sunderland road has been patched 
and the shoulders filled in and widened more than usual. Also 
3,000 gallons of 85 per cent surfacing asphalt along with 18 
barrels of paint patch has been, applied to the road. 

The macadam road at East Hadley has received 1,000 gal- 
lons of Rotar. 

During the year approximately 7,526 yards of gravel have 
been applied and leveled on the roads at an average cost of $1.00 
per yard. 

The fences along the highways throughout the town have 
been sadly neglected in the past years, so much so that 3,296 feet 
of new fence has been built and even more than that figure need- 
ed to complete the work. I feel that in another year the fence 
problem will be about completed, except for minor accidents 
which are bound to happen. 

Under Chap. 81 all brush along the highways has to be 
cut, drawn away and burned. This takes about two weeks. 

Our drainage system is in good condition. A few old pipes 
were replaced this year. 

One new bridge has been built and new floors put down on 
two other bridges.

Sir: : 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Hadley for the period from February 
5, 1928, the date of the previous audit, to July 16, 1930, and 
submit the following report thereon :— 

The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the 
books of the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town, or committing bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified by a comparison with the records and 
reports in the accountant’s office. 

The books and accounts in the accountant’s office were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the treasurer’s books and with the records in the 
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several departments collecting money for the town. The pay- 
ments were checked with the treasury warrants authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds and with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The appropriation accounts were examined, and all appro- 
priations and loans authorized were checked with the town 
clerk’s records of town meetings. 


The ledger accounts were examined and checked, a trial bal- 
ance was taken off, and a balance sheet, showing the financial 
condition of the town on July 16, 1930, was prepared and is ap- 
pended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The receipts as recorded on the cash book were 
checked with the reports to the accountant and with the depart- 
mental records, while the payments were compared with war- 
rants authorizing them and with the accountant’s books. 


The cash balance on July 16, 1980, was verified by reconcil- 
ing the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank. 

The savings bank accounts representing the investments of 
the trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined, verified, and listed. The income and new bequests were 
proved and the payments were verified. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled coupons and 
securities on file. The outstanding debt was listed and verified 
by a comparison with the records available. 


The books and accounts of the collector of taxes were ex- 
amined and checked. The commitments, of poll, property, and 
motor vehicle excise taxes were proved with the warrants of the 
assessors committing the taxes for collection, and the recorded 
abatements were proved by a comparison with the assessors’ re- 
cord of abatements granted. The collections as recorded were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, the cash on hand 
was verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
to the accountant’s books. 

A further verification of the outstanding accounts was made 
by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
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thereto indicating that the outstanding accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined. The 
receipts for dog and sporting licenses were verified by a com- 
parison with the records of licenses granted. The payments te 
the county treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game, 
respectively, were verified, and the cash on hand was proved. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and collector 
for the faithful performance of their duties, were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were com- 
pared with the record of licenses granted, and the payments to 
the treasurer were verified. 


The records of receipts for rent of the town hall and other 
town property were checked and verified. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were 
checked. The receipts were compared with the record of work 
done, and the payments to the treasurer, as well as the cash on 
hand, were verified. 


The accounts of the health and of the public welfare depart- 
ments were examined, checked and verified. 


The records of receipts of the library for fines, etc., were 
verified, the payments to the treasurer and the cash on hand be- 
ing proved. 

The accounts of the cemetery committee were examined. 
The charges for general care and sale of lots were listed, the re- 
corded collections were compared with the payments to the 
treasurer, the outstanding accounts were listed, and the cash on 
hand was verified. 


Appended to the report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax and departmental accounts, together with tables 
showing the trust fund transactions. 


The accounting system has been well kept by the officials 
and serves as an accurate check on the financial transactions of 
the several departments. ‘ 
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During the process of the audit, uniform courtesy was ex- 
tended by the several officials, for which, on behalf of my assis- 
ants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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Report of School Committee 


The rendering of an annual report gives an opportun- 
ity to sum up certain accomplishments of the past year and 
to outline plans for the future. | 


In the furtherance of the policy established last year, 
your committee has made extensive repairs on three school 
buildings, namely, West Street, Hooker and Hartsbrook. 


The West Street School has been a source of dissatis- 
faction for some time. During the early spring, the heat- 
ing system had to be replaced, and in the summer, the ex- 
terior and interior of the building were repainted and re- 
paired, and the sanitary conditions were materially im- 
proved by the construction of a new outdoor toilet. Asa 
result of the repairs to the school building, a neat appear- 
ing building, both outside and inside, has been secured. 


The Hooker School, while comparatively new, was 
beginning to show the need of certain repairs. If a large 
outlay of money was to be saved, immediate painting had 
to be done to the interior and exterior woodwork.’ The 
walls were badly cracked due to the settling of the build- 
ing, so these disfigurements were covered over and the 
walls painted. Now that hard coal is burned in the boiler 
of the building, it seems probable that the interior will 
remain cleaner appearing over a longer period of time. 


At the Hartsbrook building, electricity was installed 
and the desks resurfaced, and the interior and exterior re- 
painted. 


At North Hadley, it was necessary to replace one of 
the floors as it had been patched in so many places, that it 
was acquiring a decidedly uneven surface. A wash bowl, 
with cold water faucet and bubbler attachment, was in- 
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stalled in each of the three rooms, and the question of 
suitable and safe drinking water which had harassed count- 
less committees for the last twenty years, was apparently 
at last solved. | 


The remaining buildings were given that minimum of 
repairs consistent with economy. It might be well to state 
here that while all the buildings were in need of: repairs, 
those picked out stood in the greater need. The most dili- 
gent janitor and the most conscientious teacher cannot hope 
to prevent wear and a certain amount of careless abuse. 
Where buildings are used as constantly and by as many 
children as attend our schools, there must necessarily be a 
wearing out and a constant need of replacement. We can 
only hope through co-operation to reduce that wear to the 
lowest possible degree, and your committee can say that it 
has had co-operation in this task. While it is impossible 
within the limits of this report to single out each teacher 
for merited praise, your committee wishes to express its 
appreciation for the way the teachers of the North Hadley 
School have kept up the good appearance of their sanitary 
arrangements. A year of hard usage showed them to be in 
splendid condition. 


The State Police who assisted the Town gratuitiously 
for a year by acting as truant officers informed your com- 
mittee that they were no longer able to give this service, 
and as a result, we have appointed Mr. Nicholas Powers 
to the position, which he has fulfilled very satisfactorily. 


This coming year calls for certain re-adjustments in 
the proposed budget. Now that the high tide for enroll- 
ment is being felt in the High School, provisions must be 
made for this increased item of transportation. If economic 
conditions remain as they are, it seems probable that there 
will be more children, who, we may reasonably assume in 
the face of the experience of other localities, are going to 
remain in High School through the full four year course. 
In consequence, there is the possibility that the bus which 
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now furnishes transportation to those coming from the 
northern section of the Town, will have to make two trips. 
We have no way of acsertaining exactly just what our re- 
quirements will be seven months from now, but we must 
make, at this time, provision to see us through, if there is 
the expected maximum enrollment. From information now 
in our possession, we can give some assurance that there 
will be some relief for the tax payer in the not too distant 
future, as the enrollment through the Town this coming 
fall in the primary grades will be in the neighborhood of 
forty pupils. In the meantime, which means for a period 
cof approximately nine years, we will be faced by a large 
enrollment in those grades and departments where the cost 
per pupil is the greatest. 


The Trustees of Hopkins Academy have notified us 
that they are to add a new portable to the present High 
School plant. This addition will call for an added teacher, 
and a greater expenditure for heat and light. Your com- 
mittee wishes to draw attention at this place, to the fact 
that it is called on to provide for certain expenditures which, 
strictly speaking, have nothing to do with the maintenance 
of schools. While your committee is perfectly willing to 
assume the added responsibility, it feels that the situation 
should be placed before the tax payers, and understood by 
them, for if your committee is to provide for these added 
features, the most careful regard towards expenditures can 
never reduce the yearly appropriation to an appreciable ex- 
tent. In fact, the tendency cannot fail to be entirely in the 
opposite direction. An example of this will be found in the 
gymnasium which has been provided through the gener- 
osity of the Trustees of Hopkins Academy, and which makes 
such an admirable community center. There is an un- 
questioned need for some such center, and in the opinion 
of your committee, it is money well spent. Because of the 
large enrollment at the Academy, it is necessary to use the 
gymnasium as an Assembly Hall, and it is also used ex- 
tensively by different groups in the community nearly every 
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evening during the winter months. We have not used the 
building long enough to have any accurate figures upon 
which to base the probable average cost of maintenance, 
but we have found that our previous estimates for fuel and 
light at the Academy have been far too low to carry this 
added expense, and we are consequently making added 
provisions this year. 

Your committee wishes to reiterate its willingness to 
receive at all times complaints and suggestions in regard 
to the well-being of our school system. Without the whole- 
hearted support of the citizens of the Town of Hadley, it 
will be impossible to conduct schools which provide for the 
wants of not only the majority, but also for the minority.

REPORT OF 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee, Parents and Citizens: 


Last year, we began this part of the report by giving the 
total membership for all the schools from 1926. As these figures 
continue to be very interesting and to show certain tendencies 
that may be of future value, the tabulation is given again this 
year. The total membership of all th schools in 1926 was 896; 
1927, 904, or a gain of 8; 1928, 911, or a gain of 7; 1929, 927; 
or a gain of 16; 1930, 929, or a gain of 2. The enrollment in the 
first grades in 1926 was 134; 1927, 180; 1928, 110; 1929, 116; 
1930, 89. The enrollment in the first grades last September was 
27 less than the year before. The first grades entering next 
September will be much smaller. The children are remaining in 
school longer which keeps the total enrollment in all the schools 
slightly increasing and, in certain grades and schools, the crowd- 
ed condition is becoming more and more apparent. 


The increase in the enrollment in the Academy during the 
next four years will make it necessary to erect another portable 
building and to add another teacher to the faculty next Septem- 
ber. The conditions this year have really demanded larger ac- 
commodations and teaching force, but all the members of the 
present faculty have cheerully accepted additional duties. As 
all the higher institutions of learning are raising each year their 
entrance requirements, the Academy faculty should be given a 
better opportunity to meet these ever increasing demands. 


Regardless of the crowded conditions, the Academy has had 
a very busy and successful year. The spirit of achievement, co- 
operation and good sportsmanship that characterize this school, 
merit the highest commendation. All the departments are well 
organized and skilfully conducted. 
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The agricultural department has grown steadily in numbers 
and has continued the high grade of work which has character- 
ized it in the past. This department has not only trained ex- 
perts in several agricultural lines through its judging teams, but 
has brought all the members in touch with local, state and na- 
tional activities that will be of inestimable value to them in later 
life. The position which this department has held in state and 
national contests, in competition with larger departments and 
county schools of agriculture, reflects much credit upon the 
schools and the instructor. 


If there is any one branch in a high school that sbould be 
required of every girl, it is a course in household arts or home 
management. While the work in this department is elective, 
there is a good enrollment of girls who are earnest, enthusiastic 
and capable. They can plan and execute the work with a degree 
of ease and swill that is very commendable. 


The large number of extra-curriculum activities that have 
been organized to meet the different aptitudes and intellectual 
trends of groups of individuals have made it possible for nearly 
every pupil to find just the activity most interesting and profit- 


able. 


The Americanization work in Hadley has been very skill- 
fully and ably conducted for several vears. The different groups 
at North Hadley and the Village have been well organized, 
equipped and conducted in a manner that has attracted and held 
an excellent class of people who have been earnest, studious and 
ambitious to make the most of the opportunities offered. The 
members of these classes have shown a fine spirit of cooperation 
and good fellowship. They are learning those fundamental prin- 
ciples of American citizenship which will enable them to become 
the type of leader, who with the younger generation, will be able 
to maintain the high civic standard already established. Every 
effort possible should be made to give all the people in all sec- 
tions of the town an opportunity to attend these classes. 


The elementary schools have made steady progress. The 
teachers have been unceasing in their efforts and have maintained 
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a high type of school spirit. The large majority of children al- 
ways enjoy working hard if the social atmosphere of the school 
is congenial. 


Last September, all grades from the third to the eighth, in- 
clusive, were supplied with the Standard Service Arithmetics. 
The superintendent, teachers and children are very enthusiastic 
over the content, methods used and the results that are being 
achieved. 


For several years, the writer gave oral and written tests 
based on the text books used and reported to the teachers the 
standing of each class in the Union. These tests gave the teach- 
ers information that enabled them to compare the standing of 
their own classes with all other classes of similar grades in the 
Union. This method was stimulating and valuable, but did not 
show just where our school stood in comparison with the schools 
in other sections. The next step was to give Standard tests com- 
piled for and given in all types of schools within the New Eng- 
land States. The results have been given in previous reports. In 
nearly every fundamental study, the schools in the Union ranked 
above the standard. Whenever a study dropped below, the rea- 
sons were studied and methods readjusted until the scores were 
brought up to standard. The local achievements were then 
measured by different standard tests compiled for the schools of 
the extreme western and middle western states and results 
checked as to content covered and results achieved. In over 
95% of all these results, the local schools surpassed the stand- 
ards set. 


In May, 1980, a single scientific and comprehensive Na- 
tional system of testing was adopted for a full year. Three dif- 
ferent tests have already been given—May, November and De- 
cember. The results of these tests are given below. Under each 
grade, the number at the left in each pair set off by colons is 
the National Standard Score for the grade. The number at the 
right in each pair is the average score for all the children in each 
grade in Hadley. These numbers do not correspond to percent- 
ages, but are scientifically computed as the standard score for 
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that particular grade and test. The first tabulations below were 
the results for last May. The eighth grade pupils took all five 
tests in one day. The history and geography tests came last and 
the history test was a very difficult one. The second tabulations 
were the results for the tests given in November and December.

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REPORT OF 


Principal of Hopkins Academy 


In 1928 the total enrollment was 126. Last year it was 142. 
This year it is 158, and we estimate that next fall the enrollment 
will be 175. The present enrollment is about four times what it 
was when the main building was remodelled to be used by Hop- 
kins academy. To take care of the present enrollment with our 
limited quarters, just about every square foot of the class rooms 
and study halls has to be utilized. The portable building added 
to our plant a year go last fall has been of great help. This 
building was originally made for 35 grade school pupils. Now 
it is the assembly and home room for 69 freshmen. The addition 
of another portable building will enable us to take care of the 
expected enrollment next fall and will help also to relieve the 
congestion in the present portable. 


When the enrollment was 40,, the faculty consisted of the 
principal and five assistants, one of whom devoted full time to 
the teaching of a vocational subject. The faculty now consists 
of the prinicpal and six assistants, two of whom devote full time 
to vocational subjects. The increased enrollment has made it 
necessary to divide many classes into two groups. The freshman 
classes in English, Latin, history, and Algebra, sophomore Eng- 
lish, and several other classes which formerly met in a single 
division, now meet in two divisions. This has of course increased 
the total number of classes to be handled. Fortunately, my as- 
sistants are capable, devoted to their work, loyal to the school, 
and willing to take extra tasks. Otherwise, with our crowded 
quarters and with but one more teacher than when the school 
was one fourth as large, we could not carry the full program we 
do. These are times when economy has to be practiced, but the 
need for another portable and an extra teacher is urgent. 


The real teacher always regrets having a pupil leave school 
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too soon; for the teacher knows, just as does every high school 
graduate, that the pupil may never have again the opportunity 
for mental discipline, the cultural atmosphere, and the endearing 
and enduring assocations which a high school affords, and which 
enrich one’s whole life. We endeavor to hold pupils in school as 
long as we can reasonably do so. We do not succeed at this as 
well as we wish we might. The class of 1930 numbered 44 when 
it entered; 30 of these remained to graduate. That is a fairly 
good record. The present senior class numbered 48 as freshmen; 
only 24 are now in school. 


The new gymnasium has been in use now for more than a 
year. It is appreciated by the pupils and faculty more and more. 
Its use for socials, entertainments, assemblies, and many other 
school gatherings and activities has far exceeded our expecta- 
tions. The basketball court is one of the best in this part of the 
state. he dressing quarters are cozy and attractive, and the 
shower baths meet a decided need. ‘The gymnasium is used dur- 
ing the winter on every afternoon after the regular school ses- 
sions for athletics and games. Four mornings each week, groups 
of pupils from Russell school enjoy the use of the building; Hop- 
kins students look after the Russell school pupils. Town organiz- 
ations use the gymnasium quite often. I have found that other 
communities possessing a hall similar to ours permit worthy or- 
ganizations to use the building with no charge except for the 
service of the janitor. Here the janitor gladly gives without 
charge whatever time is required to look after the building when 
so used. As the Hadley A. C. charges admission for its games, 
a charge is made them for the use of the hall as our heating sys- 
tem is a most economical one, the main expense when the build- 
ing is used is for the electric lights. 


Hadley citizens take pride in the great improvements which 
have been made to our athletic field and surrounding grounds. 
As everybody acquainted with the situation knows, Mr. Brown 
is mainly responsible for the excellent appearance of the field 
which has excited the praise of the many visitors to the grounds. 
The bovs of the agricultural department under Mr. Brown’s di- 
rection have made a real project of the care and improvement of 
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the athletic field. It is considered one of the finest and best-kept 
athletic fields to be found in the western part of the state, and 
is of great benefit to the town. 


Our agricultural department has for years received so much 
state and national recognition that I would not mention in this 
report the honors taken by the boys of the department in various 
contests except for the fact that the work of the boys this past 
fall has been so remarkable. Boys of the department entered 
seven major contests at which there were many boys from all 
parts of the state. Six of the seven first prizes were won by 
Hopkins boys. Two of the boys, Gordon Cook and Roger Bar- 
stow, represented the state at the national contests held at St. 
Louis. To Mr. Brown and the boys is due much credit, not only 
for their achievements, but also for the fine spirit with which 
they took hold of the work, as well as for their faithful and 
thorough study. Dorothy Cook was sent to the national con- 
vention of 4-H Clubs held at Chicago by the Hampshire County 
Extension Service, as the outstanding 4-H Club girl in the state. 


I am indeed grateful to my assistants for the excellent spirit 
they have shown at all times in meeting the problems which have 
been caused by the crowded conditions. A state agent paid them 
a compliment not long ago that is of interest. This agent reached 
Northampton an hour after closing time for our school. Arriv- 
ing in Hadley, she was delighted to find every Hopkins teacher 
either in the building or on the grounds. The agent made the 
statement that in many schools she finds that a few minutes after 
school closes there is not a teacher in the building. She felt cer- 
tain, however, that she would find teachers here, even though it 
was more than an hour after closing time. I am grateful for the 
many improvements made to the buildings by the trustees, and 
for many helpful suggestions from Mr. Morton.

REPORT OF 


Drawing and Penmanship 
Supervisor 


The drawing work for the past year has been very satis- 
factory. The children have developed more skill, more technique 
and are able to handle their materials in a more skillful manner. 


Much time was devoted to illustrative work. The children 
like this part of the course the best. The results are more pleas- 
ing to them and unconsciously they grasp proportion, color and 
perspective. They are able to find their own failings and criticize 
their own work. Many of them draw pictures during free peri- 
ods in school, and a number of them do home work. I have seen 
notebooks filled with illustrations of things the child is inter- 
ested in. 


The exhibit at the Fair in Northampton was most encour- 
ageing. Mrs. Brown’s and Miss Ryan’s children were the only 
exhibitors from Hadley, and they received five prizes out of a 
possible nine. 


The poster work has been well done. The large paper used 
last year was an incentive for “bigger and better’ posters. The 
poster contest for the Chicken Pie Supper was interesting. An 
outside call for school work which could really be helpful, stimu- 
lated great enthusiasm. Everyone wanted to be in the contest. 


According to psychologists, habits are formed as a result 
of repeated acts. Then the acts should be checked up so that 
the right habits may be formed. Our aim this year has been to 
spend more time on correlation work and to try to secure good 
writing at all times. 


I feel sure that some of our pupils do not use arm move- 
ment altogether unless the penmanship program is tied up with 
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each of the other subjects. As long as the pupils are permitted 
to use arm movement in class drill work and the teacher knows 
what not in other subjects, we cannot establish correct writing 
habits. The pupils writing in other subjects should be graded, 
the grade to be averaged into the regular class work grade. Then 
the pupils exercise more care in writing themes, notebooks, ete. 
Many of the teachers have been very faithful and conscientious 
about grading carry over work and are turning out some very 
fine penmen. . 


It is interesting and encouraging to compare the work of 
our boys and girls with that of others who enter from other 
towns. Their writing is so small, cramped, and illegible that it 
is a Joy to compare even the poorest of our work with their best. 

The pupils in grades six, seven and eight were allowed to 
work for pins and certificates. It was entirely optional on their 
part. The rewards are as follows: Final Certificate, 54; Business 
Certificate, 11; Improvement Certificate, 7; Progress Pin, 14; 
Palmergbing Loe Merit Pin, 11, | 


I want to commend Miss Sullivan for the very fine showing 
her 8th grade class made last year. There were forty pupils in 
her room and thirty-five received Final Certificates and one boy 
received a Business Certificate. The class showed marked ad- 
vancement under Miss Sullivan’s skillful guidance. 


In closing this report, I wish to thank Mr. Morton for his 
generous support, and the prinicipals and teachers for their 
kindly cooperation in the work of the past year.

The School Hygiene Program was carried on during the 
year with increasing emphasis on the subject of Health Edu- 
cation. It is the purpose of this program to interest and instruct 
the boys and girls of the public schools to assume a responsibil- 
ity of their own well-being, insofar, as it is reasonable and prac- 
tical; to teach them by practice of good daily habits and in the 
upper grades by more scientific knowledge the value of; 


‘A Healthy Mind in the Healthy Body’. 


In order to check up on this program, the Gates-Strang 
Health Knowledge Test approved by Health teachers in Colum- 
bia University was given to different groups and results tabu- 
lated as follows:

The results of this test showed where the student needed 
help and where Health Knowledge was well grounded. Even 
the lower grades passed high in regard to knowledge of Daily 
Health Habits. A sound foundation sure enough. The upper 
grades were low on the knowledge of food value and its relation 
to proper growth, and on Sanitation, also an important phase of 
Health Knowledge Rules for safety on streets and highways 
were included in this test.

The Senior and Junior Group study the American Red Cross 
Course in Home Hygiene and Care of The Sick (30 periods ) 
Certificates from the National Headquarters American Red 
Cross will be given to members of both groups passing the re- 
quired examination in First Aid and Home Hygiene. 


Regardless of all the teaching and preventive measures 
there will be a great deal of corrective work to do each year. 
The defects of the teeth are paramount, mal-nutrition very little. 
The children, as a rule are well nourished and healthy. No epi- 
demics occurred during the year and very little time was lost 
from school due to illness. The use of the Audiometer has con- 
tributed much to the accuracy of testing the hearing. 


It has been found the majority of deafened children have 
a history of frequent sore throat and ear ache following. These 
cases have been examined by the school or private physician 
and referred to throat specialists. As a result, 18 cases of dis- 
eased tonsils have been removed, and several deafened children 
treated. The Hampshire County Red Cross has established a 
clinic for examinatoin of all children found deafened to a de- 
gree of inability to do good school work, and has extended the 
privilege of examination by a specialist, free of expense, to all 


ee 


not able, financially, to employ a private physician. This clinic 
will be open for service in the early part of the coming year. 


Unavoidable illness interfered with the dental service for 
the schools except prophylactic treatment and oral examination 
given to 120 pupils by a qualified registered Dental Hygienist. 

Eight children were fitted to glasses for defective visions, 10 
had examination and changed lens for further correction. 


The Schick Test given to 65 children in June showed 58 
children reasonably immune to diphtheria, 5 of the positive cases 
received the second innoculation when the Toxin-Anti-Toxin 
treatment was given to 46 of the First grade children in Novem- 
ber. 


Three children enjoyed the privilege of the Hampshire 
County Public Health, Camp Hodgkins during the summer, 1 
girl for four weeks, 1 boy for four weeks and 1 boy for two 
weeks. This opportunity was given the children free of expense 
and made possible by the sale of the Christmas Seals. This 
Camp service is worthy of the heartiest cooperation of all citi- 
zens. 


Five children were examined and X-rayed for chest inffec- 
tion at the Hampshire County Public Health clinic. One child 
found to have a positive lung infection will enter the Westfield 
Sanatorium early in the coming year. 


One of the features of the State Dept. of Child Welfare is 
the so-called ‘Summer Round-up’. The object of this movement 
is to have all children planning to enter school in September ex- 
amined and defects corrected. 


It has been the custom of the School Hygiene Dept. to hold 
clinics during the month of June in different parts of the town 
so the children may be vaccinated and at the same time the school 
physician notes any defect that may be present. The children 
are examined again in September. In this way all children have 
an opportunity to enter school physically fit. 


During the summer 3 had enlarged tonsils removed, 5 had 
teeth filled, 4 had the Toxin-Anti-Toxin treatment. 
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Probably due to the open air environment and good home 
care the first grade child presents a splendid bill of health. The 
following is the data of the check-up on the 1st grade school 
population. 


The A group are as free from defects as a child can be, the 
B group have minor defects incident to their age, such as tem- 
porary teeth too good to lose, not safe to fill, slightly enlarged 
tonsils, with no history of sore throat, good hygiene habits not 
fully established but in no way affecting progress at school, C 
group have positive defects.
